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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-6, drawn to method of treating neoplastic or infectious diseases 
using moncytes as specified in claim 5, classified in class 424, subclass 
93.71. 

II. Claims 7-20, drawn to method of simultaneous, separate, or sequential 
administration of chemotheutic drugs, classified in class 514, subclass 579, and 
others. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions have different designs because group I does not require the specific 
doses and regime schedule of the various art-known chemotherapeutic agents, as 
required by group II invention. Since the instant specification is not about discovery of a 
chemotherapeutic agent being used in the claimed invention, the specific doses and 
schedules are considered critical. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized 
divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

1 ) Either neoplastic or infectious disease is patentably distinct species. 

2) The different chemotherapeutic drugs listed in claim 3 are patentably distinct 
species. The species are independent or distinct because they have different 
chemical structures and different mechanism of action (i.e. different activities). 

3) Administration schedule of sequential, simultaneous, or separate are patentably 
distinct species.
